The addltlfmal cost 
of selection boards thronghont 
rnlted Btatea wiU he » amaU 
either. 

From our observations while in Wash- 
ington, OaiT antf I predlet some efaanges 
and amMAniiita to the original Peace 
JCorps bill -when It Is Introduced. Due 
to some opposttloa already, Peace Corps 
ottlelals are now looking into the feasi- 
bility of administering the program 
through private channels rather than the 
government. Because of the aneeess 
private ventures overseas, the Peaee 
Corps may easily become a part «t their 
programa.

This is 
interpreted to mean that K-State 
does not permit the conaunptlon 
or posaeflsfon of aleolioUe bever- 
ages (Inclnding beer) at any uni- 
versity function of whatever na- 
ture, on or off the campus: In 
or on the premises of any organ- 
i7.ecl house; nor its posiiession or 
conaumptlon by minor students 
in their rooms In private resi^ 
dencea." 

This poller Ih iNiaed on O. 8. 
l»ff», 4f-7l5 of the Liquor Con* 
trol Aft ol tlie state of Kanaaa

follows; 

"No person ahall knowingly or 



unknowingly sell, give away, dia-

It may 
be all dry land or, fur all any- 
body knows certainlyy, it may 
have seas — of water or some 
other liquid such as petroleum. 

Because different kinds of 
snrfnees reflect ^dlo signals dtf< 

fercntly, the JPL scientists hope 

on its axis, as the earth does, 
and how the axis is oriented |a 
retalloa to fhe sun. 

The orbital positions of the 
Tarious planets can be accurately 
pr«4icted years in advance, tn 
ternv of a yardstick known as 
the Astronomical Unit AU. This 



unit is the mean distance , be- 
tween 'the earth and sun. 

What that diHtanre is in terms 
of units of measurement which 
can be used in space flight- 
yards, meters, kilometers, or 
miles — is not known with any- 
thing like the accuracy siMUse 
exploration reauires. 

Massachusetts Institute of

State. It's buildings and grounds 
do present a striking picture to any 
visitor and many of these people 
do haye ttra ndstakett Idea that 
these things make a good schoo). 
But we ask, what is a good scfiool, 
and is Kansas State University a 
good school? 

THEBE ABE ITAinr things that 
go into a good school besides build- 
ings and beautiful grounds^ 
among them these. 

A <a»01> SCHOOr must have 
adequate facilities that meet the 
higher demands of today's educa- 
tional systems. It must hav^ top- 
notch Instructors with a well- 
rounded teaching program in each 
department and a soiuid educa- 
tional apiHoach to teaching. It 
must have students with the desire

M -STATE 3IEETS the first fire 
of these requirements and iu so do- 
ing must be rated as an ex^fieatt 
llisttCMtlOtti. 0tir facilities ate ad»* 
QWte (exoefl'for a few areas) , our 
Insthictorsrare top-flight (with a 
few exceptions), our departments 
have good programs, the approach 
to teaching is sound indeed, and the 
noajority of stuiiii^ are eager to 
learn. The money situation is a 
different story however. K-State's 
problem Is that It must wait for 
at>proprlations from the state legis- 
lature before it can maki dH tfllte 
decisions and often these arlt ex^ 
tremely slow in coming — witness 
the falling walls of Anderson. 

BUT THERE ABE areas outside 
the ar'ademic barriers of college 
life that K-State fails to meet. We 
speak now of the need for bene- 
fictid e«^iMslaa» a«llvities, a good 
cuHitrar program, an interested, 
unified student body working for 
the good of the school as a whole, 
and an Intellectual faction that 
keeps the campus on its toes. 

WS ABSAWim that there are 
many students participating in 
extra-class activities — probably 
more than in most schools across 
the country— but we question the 
usefulness of many of these aetifi- 
tles toward mdldi^ onr stttdettts 
better indtvldnals. Most of the ac« 
tivities are professional groups or 
dei>artmental organizations that 
could aid the student in his career 
opportunities. But do they? And 
do those particlpaUng realljr malro 



0f them or are they merely an- 
other score for the transcript? 
And what do these groups add to 
the school— what do they do to- 
ward bringing more good students 
to K-State? We'd suggest a re- 
evaluation of each group's purpose 
on tills campus, and perhaps a sud- 
den' up-swmg" of interest and ac- 
tivity that would prove beneficial 
to those concerned as well as a 
lure for prospective students. 

K-STATE LACKS a really good, 
sound cultural program. As a re- 
sult of poor attatndance, assemblies 
yrm droppe* thfts year; This was 
a serious loss to the (^mpas and 
may hurt our chances of gaining 
good programs in the future. Our 
music programs are fair as the 
Artist Series and Manliattan Cham- 
b^ MuBle seHes provide some fine 
groups for us. But that Is not 
enough. Attendance is still poor 
and a definite lack of interest is 
easily apparent. A change here is 
up to the studeitts' the inasi i m and 
a change in attitude from that 
shown at the recent play "Come 
Back Little Sheba," would be a 
good place to start. 

K-STATE'S STUDEXT BODY is 
certainly not a unified whole work- 
ing for the good of the school. A' 
phrase often echeetl^ by our new 
student body president Is that the 
student body doesn't know what is 
good for them. In some phases we 
tend to agree with this. To be 
strong and get anything accom- 
pUshed'the student body must woirk 
togetiiwr; Petty fights between! 
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groups or fractions that bat€ lil 
actual bearing on the good of th^ 
school must give way to Bom« inn 
telligent discusrion on what 14 
good for K-State; what must M 
done to benefit K-SUte In tM 
future. This wiU become more ap^ 
parent with the addition of a Lakef 
Union on Tuttle Creek in a few 
years as more and more peopl^ 
come to K-State to play. 

THIS CAMPUS IiACKS somg 
thing that— good or b«l;<«^vfitttal|K 
marks a top-noteh school — an In- 
tellectual faction that provides 
food for thought among the stu- 
dent body. K-State has a literary 
magazine, "Touchstone," that aS 
yet hasn't appeared. No enthust-i 
asm has been stirred up over thi^ 
John Birch Society, one Way or an-^ 
other, and the controversial anti- 
Communistic films failed to create; 
any enthusiasm at all. We aro^ 
rather cut off from the maioT 
centers of activity, naturally* but 
still we must be aware of these 
things^and Indications are that 
many students don't care. 

K-STATE IS assuredly a good 
school in most senses of the word 
and many of its departments aV0. 
among the tops in the country* 
But after graduation the Issues w4^ 
wiir face will be greater than our 
parking problem, or whether or 
not to have pictures on activity, 
cards. We need to be aware of the 
world's problems now and we must. 
I>e able to cope witii them after w«r 
leave tlib protection of the tertti 
"college mah."— Ueredlth

"The greatest hazard that the 

Communists face la that the 
American people will awake 
from their lethargy," Pred C. 
Koch, a member ot the 27 man 
John Birch Society Council, told 
an audience ot about 200 Farm 
Bureau members in Upibersw 
Hall last night. 

"We are being assulted from 
without and within by a weapon 
that could eyentnally destroy 
the United States," he said to 
those attending the Freedom 
Forum meeting. 

Kocli was PHiphatir in hi* 
statement that ConunnnUts ham 
tafUtnted tiie United fittntee aad 
that tlie American people must 
become rapidly Informed about 
Oommnntstlc acttvlties and act 
as one unified body to help stop 
tlie tremendous threat to our 
ftatoie as free Individuals. 

Koch said that Communists 
hare openly stated that they 
will make the U.S. "rotten to 
the core," and that they firmly 
bolleTe Id their ultimate victory 
over Capitalism.

Vientiane, Laos — The Com- 
munist Fathet Lao forces ord<

Mortar Repair 
Is Completed 
On Old Kedzie 



Old Kedzie Hall will leak no 
more! A $200 job of repolnting 

the mortar on the building was 
recently completed by the Phys- 
ical Plant, reported R. F, Glng- 
rlcb, adminlBtrator of the plji^t. 
This Is ft waterproofing process 
that is applied to many of the 
Old masonry buildings on cam- 
pus to keep water from enter- 
ing the Inside. The auditorium 
underwent the same type of 
work earlier this year. 

Masonry buildings often lose 
their water-repellency after a 
number oi yeiirs of repeated 
freezing and thawing of water 
and alternate wet and dry sea- 
. sons, he said. After the mortar 
It repointed, a silicone water- 
proofing may be sprayed copi- 
pletely over the exterior of the 
building. This solution remains 
from five to ten years. 

Other buildings on campus 
that were treated several years 
ago are Farrell Library and.tllft 
IMilit;ny Rcif'ttcp UnikliriK.

A motion passed last night hj* 
the Student Council will prohibit 
the body from leaatng and oper- 
ating the city swimming pool 
from May 19 to 29 for use of 
K-State atndenta. 

A report submitted by Melvln 
Caltabr^si, ArE Jr, said ttiat D. 
C. WeBche, city manaKer. would 
allow the Student Council to 
lease the pool only if it agreed 
to certain stipulations. Wesclte 
aald use of the pool could not 
be limited to K-State students 
only, the maximum time the 
pool could be open would be 
from 8 p.m. to 9 p.m. a^d the 
Student Council would have to 
furnish a cashier and basket 
takers. The eoat of leasing the 
|iOol would be |15 per day or a 
total cost of $165. Any profit 
wottUIhe divided eaually between 
the city and the Student Council. 

The Council would have to 
charge 10 cents for children un- 
der twelve, 2T, cpnts for students 
(including high school stu- 
dents), and 8S centa for all other 
persons.

Askew Reviews 
Kerouac's Book.

The ideals of today's practi- 
cally beaten Beat Generation 
were laid bare yesterday and 

flogfied almost to the point of 
frustration by a K-9tate English 
professor as h« reriewed "a 
very bad noTol" — Jaek Kero- 
uac's "On the Road." 

Mclvin A.sk<-w tulkfd about 

the "Beatniks Bible" for only 
twenty minutes, but that was 
enough time for him to ehow te> 
lationHhips lietween **Om the 
Road" and everythlnR from 
Mark Twain's "Hack Fina" to 
Heming w a y's **Fa»w«U to 
Arms" and make Kerouac's best 
!teller appear practically non« 
senslcal «U1 OOfiOi^y tmU/* 
tional. 

In a few well chosen M'ords 
Askew destroyed the common 
notion that Kerouac's ideas and 
exploits were something new to 
the American scene. He com- 
pared the "Road's" principal 
characters, Dean Mortarty and 
Sal Paradise, to .such well known 
heroes as Ishmael of "Moby 
Dick". Lt. Henry of "A Fare- 
well to Arms," Dlmmesdale of 
"The Scarlet Letter," and old 
Hack Finn himself. 

"Bach of these characters 
were looking for an escape," 
Askew said. "An escape from 
respon.sibility and involvement 
to bigger and better kicks." 

He noted tiiat at the end of 

each of these novels there is an 
escape to space, away from re- 
Bponslbility. Moriarty -nnd Par- 
ndlse fit tbts pattern. 

*'Kven the function of beinK 
on the road Ik a traditional one," 
Askew stated. The search for 
the father fifnire, nentrity, and 
something stable eorrelates with 
the Kevolnttonury War Its^. 
' **Vhls la not a valnaMe nord. 
There Is not a new Tfbmmom^mxm 
under the tiun," 

Some kind of need for Integ- 

rity» meaning in and for oneself 
like that found in most good 
novels OH n't he found in "On 
the Road." ^e said that no such 
experience Is listed or even rep- 
resented. 

"What has happened to our 
system of values as traced in 
we novel?" he asked. 

Askew noted that tills book 
showed the disastrous part of 
our full lire wliere human valuee 
are in the way under the enor^ 
mbvB pnmmtm of otmfonnlty. 
The more you arc an individual 
the more trouble you cauae. 

But these people in the book 
are not even individuals, the 
professor said. They have lost 
all sense of their individuality 

and what is good fOr them.

With a imi-WEEK lull in Kansas State's spring at& 
letie program, ToueMown VII was able to take a look at 
the most recent issue of ''Sports Illustrated/* An article 
wbich ci^tured most of the wildcat's Interest was en- 
titled. '"The Guilty Men/* and dealt with the current ex- 
pOBure of basketball scandals. 

THS ABTICLE charged that the prraidents (or chan- 
cellors) of the seren schools involved in the st^dals, the 
executive director of the National CkxUegiate Athletic As- 
sociation and all other college presidents should share in 
the guilt lor the corruption of the pUtyers who took bribes 
from gamblers to fix games. 

TOUCHIKIWH TH agrees with the author of the aMcle 
'ft' who wrote that the most shocking fact about the scandals 
Is not that there are evil men who try to seduce eoUege 
athletes, or that some of those athletes yield to tempta- 
tions, but it is that college heads refuse to admit their own 
dereliction of duty and are trying to shift respontfbiUty 
tot' the tragedy to others. . 

P?HIS FOSITIOK seems to have been taken by most col- 
lege administrations since the scandals broke. Brother 
Bernian, head of LaSalle exemplifies this position. "We 
don't intend to do anything different 
than in the past because we don't think 
we did anything wrong/' he said. 

!FHE ABTIC£E blamed university 
prakldents and the ItCAA's Mr. Byers 
as being responsible for the recruiting 
measures which corrupt young athletes 
while they are still in high school. Be- 
cause of this, a double academic stand- 
ard has emerged on our campuses — one 
tot athletes, one for other stifdeat»— f or 
which all the presidents share responsi- 
bility. 

^ IPO SUBSTANTIATE his claim, the author explained 
'^•^how university presidents deplore bribe-taking by their 
athletes at the same time that they themselves have 
yielded to the teinptatlon of commercialised college ath- 
letics. 

IN ANOTHER BIRECT criticism, the article belittled 
college administrations for becoming satisfied following 
expellation of those who yielded to the temptation of the 
fix. "So long as college administrations believe they dis- 
cbjiurge their duties by expelling bribe takers and shedding 
a fierw tears before 'going ba<^ to business as usual, so long 
will there exist all the necessary Ingredients for future 
scandals," reprehended the article. 

TOUCHDOWN VII suggests (as does the article) that 
college presidents adopt the responsibility of trying to 
better the moral climate of our times. Byers of the 
NCAA said the scan^as did not originate within ooUege 
walls but are merely a reflection 6t the poor moral climate 
of our times (which stimulated the suggestion of the 
agreeable mascot and the author of "The Guilty Men").

City's Non-Cooperation Is Cause

IN MANY CASES the Clijr of Mftwliitftan hM eooperaM 
with K-State, ^klng a necesaary relAttooshlp snjoyable. 
However, after a report was Buhmltted to the Student 
Council Tuesday, It seems the city does poi cave to cooper- 
ate in at leMt one matter. 

. WB ABE REFERHINO to the report on tlie Council's 
proposed leasing of the city's swimming pool from May 
19-29. The report quotes City Manager D. C. Wesche as 
placiiif^ c ertain restrictions on the project. 

AMILNU THESE ABE that aU persons will be admlttld 
to the pool-Hiiot iuat K-fltftto students. Alpha Phi Omega 
had previously volunteered to fui^nlsh lifeguards tf the 
pool was open to Staterw only, however, the organization 
hi lelnctant to supervise Binall children who, no doubt, will 
be flooding tlie pool. Also it seems fooUsli to expect the 
Student Council to furnish all necessary employees re- 
quired to nia the .bturtness (with the esusepttom of Ufe- 
guards) when the pool will be open to everyone. 

CWSCWB MAIN OBJECTION to opening the pool to 
everyone Is the possibility of an aoddent. Many of the 



Council members believe, and rightly so. that even if the 
school were not liable for injuries, the fact that the pool 
was being operated by K-State students would reflect 
adversly on the University if an accident did occur. 

ALSO THE CI1», according to the report, has set prices 
which must be charged H the pool is to be run by the 
CouncU. It was the dwmeH's initial intention to charge 
only a small fee to cover the cost of leasing the pool. The 
report says that the profit from ticket sales would have to 
be divided e^iually between the Student Council and the 
city. 

WVUntWWU^ ftTP^wafg to Is the city would be open- 
ing the pool a week earlier without any expenses. It was 
not the Council's intention to donate time and effort for 
the entire city's benefit. It wanted to find a safe, healthy 
place for students to swim, so that they would not be 
forced to use polluted swimming spots such as Pillsbury. 
Crystal Lake or Che Kansas River. Since K-State is Man- 
hattan's biggest industry It seems the city would attempt 
to cooperate with students on such a worthwhile project

But be careful. Some of these 
preventiTes cause allergic reac- 
tions and others don't work for 
everyone. Find out which is best 
for yon and atlck to It. 

If, in spite of all precautions, 
you get a mild burn, the pain 
can be eased witb a sootbing oil 
or ointment. Althongh sunburn 
is usually a relatively trivial dis- 
order, it can be seriously dis- 
abling. The patient may develop 
hliKters over large areas, with 
fiign.s of general toxemia or 
shock. Such severe bums should 
be treated by a medical- doctor.

With a friendly smile and 
: iMrRi greeting as Ms trademark, 
Frank' Myers has advanced from 
a> Topeka shoesktme boy to os« 
<X the most prominent and well- 
liked athletic figures on the 
Kansas State University campus. 
Director of latramoMl Athletics 
- since 1948, hie affiliation with 
RuQija!; State dates back more 
than a halt century to 1908 
when his family first moved to 
Mftfihattan. 

Nearing the reunited retire- 
ment age of 70, Myers would 
^like to see one last intramural 
M^eam come true — that Kansas 
^State will someday have more 
recreational tatties both for 
the intramural proinuii Mid for 
the public. 

Myers has already drawn up 
a i»lun whereby a new recrea- 
tional area might be constnieted 
near Jitrdlne Tetrace. l*resentlj-, 
lie has to nse the city park, 
, drill field and die east eainpafl 
area. "I won't be able to see 
It) as Intramural director, but. I 
llppe to live to see It,** he said. 
. "I have always been InterMted 
I in Intramurals because It gives 
; all boys a chance to participate 
in some sport even though they 
may not be athletically inclined," 
he said. 

.' Myers was bora at Wilsey, 
Kansas, March 17* 1892 and se- 
cured his first job In Topeka 
as a shoeshine and newspaper 
boy. 

• In 1908 his parents moved to 



Manhattan and he enrolled In 
Kansas State Agrlotiltural Col- 
lege. At that time K-8tate of- 
fered a three-year course that 
was equivalent to a high school 
edueation. "It was called sub- 
freshman work in afrleiiltare/* 
he explains. 

FoUowlMir gradnattmi he took 
a six-month business ronrse In 
Topeka and upon oompletton 
went to work for the Santa Wm 
Bailroad ae a stenographer. 

In 1917 Myers went into the 
serviee and was sent directly to 
officers school. "I was one of 
those 90-d8y wonders," he qvlps. 
After training World War I 
troops for two years, he was dis- 
charged In 1819 atfd returned 
to Kansas State so^iiiK w tdit- 
cation. 

"President Jardine was head 
of Kansas State at that time," 
Myers said, "so I irant into his 
office and told him I wanted 
to go to school but didn't have 
the money. Rv told me to re- 
port Monday morning for work. 
That is how I started working 
my way through college." 
' Myers attended K-State from 
1919-1922, majored in music and 
won college fame la the opera 
"Mikado." 

His first coatAting ezperlMice 
rame in 1022 whCH he took 
charge of a vocatlfwd agricnl- 
tnve team. Tbmit fear tlie Boyal 
l*urple said In part, "The team 
closed its most suceeNHful s<>it- 
son . . . with less than a dozen 
caadtdatee, several of whom had 



played In a basketball 
before. Coach Frank 
M^y^ whipped together a fast, 
cteaa-playlng toaHi**' 

In 19S8 Myera left KaiUM 
State to take a job at Junction 
City High School. He taught 
music, commercial subjects and 
ooaebed all the iports. Hli 
1)924-25 football team enjoyed 
an undefeated season. During 

the summer vacations he at- 
tended summer school at Kansas 
State until he received his de- 
gree In 1926. 

In 1926 he became assistant 
to Athletic Director Mike 
Ahearn with whom he worked 
20 yeara. After Ahearn no 
longer held the position, Myera 
remained as assistant to Hohbs 
Adams one year aadiThlirlo Me- 
Crady one year. 

"Walt a minute," Myers ex- 
claimed. "I forgot snmethinK. 
I was also coach of the Kansas 
State baseball team for a couple 
of years." 

Myers Is now in his thirteenth 
year as director of Intnunnmlfl, 
takiiiK rUarKe of the position in 
JfMM. He has expanded the 
program natil sow he direeta li 
different sports and admlia liiat 
he hus a busy job. 

Well-satisfied with his work, 

however, he says, "It Is enjoy- 
able working with young men, 
A person can stay younger l|lm- 
self that way."

The committee, composed of 
more than 40 K-State students, 
contacted 96 of the S60 Manhat- 
tan homes which are registered 
with the HousiDg Office. 

The policy of tile Housing Of- 
fice stntei4 that tlie houslns is 
aTallaUe to "all studenta «i an 
eqwal Hasts reieardlMs of race, 
reUfcion or nationality." 

This survey, to determine the 
extent of discrimination against 
Negroes. Indians. Orientals, and 
other international students, 
confirmed expectations, said 
Wade Smith, AEc Or, one of the 
atndents who participated In the 
conducting of the survey. 

It was found that 40 per cent 
.of tile UudlortM contactad dla* 
criminate against everyone but 
American white students. 

Tlu cfHinlts of the Kurvey have 
been presented to President Mc- 
Cain and other proper adminis- 
trative officials. Before the sur- 
vey was started. President Mc- 
Cain apprared it and the method 
by which it would iM taken, 
said Smith. 

sthtistlea department set 
up the survey and 10 taains, 
each composed of two Amertean 
white students, polled the prac- 
tices of the 100 landlords which 
were picked by a random Mm* 
pie. 

Visitation teams were oriented 



in a series of training sessions 

before conducting the survey, 
accordine to the Rev. Robert 
shelton. Wesley Foundation, 
Each landlord was assured that 
he would not be identified by 
name or address. 

Tbe questionnaire which was 
presented to eaeh landlord was 
prepared with faculty assistance. 
NiDuly-six valid questionnaires 
were obtained from the survey 
— four being invalid due to in- 
complete answers. 

Of the valid questionnaires it 
was found that 68 home owners 



will not rent to American Ne- 
groes. Thfrty-eight will iiot rent 
to any student but American 
whites. Twenty-^lght home 
owners said that they wUI rent 
to all of the students covered 
in the survey. 

Dlacrimlaatlon against Intor- 
natlonal students was fonnd by 
the survey. Fllty^-elght ot tbe 
home owners contacted will not 
rent to Africans, SI will not 
rent to Indians, 45 will not rent 
to Latin jVniericans, 43 will not 
rent to Orientals and tS'Vill aOt 
rent to Europeans.
